5th Army Captures Large 
Segment of German Front 


NAPLES, May 20.— The Fifth Army has breached the Adolf 
Hitler line and forced the disorganized Germans back onto a new 
line anchored on Terracina, 58 miles southeast of Rome and only 


26 miles from the Anzio beachhead, it was disclosed today.

American assault forces cap- 
tured Itri, southern anchor of the 
Hitler line, and with the French 
have seized a long segment of 
the lateral supply line running 
north of Pico, thus over-running 
the entire southern flank of the 
strongest Nazi defence line south 
of Rome. 

The Americans also captured the 
naval base of Gaeta in a four-mile 
advance to the southern tip of a 
peninsula curling south from 
Formia on the Tyrrhenian sea 
coast, while the French entered the 
Hitler line mountain stronghold of 
Santa Oliva, 12 miles north of 
Formia. 


8TH ARMY ADVANCES 

On the Eighth Army end of the 
line, United Kingdom, Canadian 
and Indian troops had driven to 
the Hitler line at Aquino, six and 
a half miles west of Cassino, while 
the Poles seized Villa Santa Lucia, 
two and a half miles northwest of 
Montecassino Hill. 

British forces also stormed into 
Piumrola, two miles north of Pig- 
natoro, inflicting heavy casualties 

on the enemy. 

Enemy paratroops made an at- 
tempt to defend the Aquino air- 
drome but were dispersed by 
British tanks and armored cars. 

The airport fell when the tanks 
smashed through barbed wire en- 
tanglements outside the town.

Destroyers, battling in icy 
storms, under the northern lights 
or in sheer blackness, blasted a 
path for the convoy, dropping 
scores of depth charges and sink- 
ing a U-boat after the underwater 
craft had been attacked by car-

Bombers from the “Woolworth” 
type escort carrier H.M.S, Chaser 
sighted many submarines on the 
trip to and from Russia, sinking 
one unaided and damaging 
others, 

Carrier pilots flying fighters, 
without loss, drove off German 
scout planes, damaging two of 
them,

Transfer Rules 
To Be Enforced

OTTAWA, May 20—In a three- 
fold campaign to conserve short 
labor supplies, National Selective 
Service has started to review the 
status of married men subject 
to compulsory labor transfer 
orders and survey all industrial 
plants to see whether they could 
employ more women, 

Tighter compulsory labor trans- 
fer regulations, which have been 
used to review the status of 100,- 
000 single men in the past, will now 
be enforced in regard to married 
men within the age categories of 
the military draft. If they are not 
employed in essential work, they 
may be transferred, 

Third move in conserving labor 
now under way is the check up of 
men rejected by the armed forces. 
These men are subject to compuls- 
ory labor orders. Out of 1,000,000 
volunteers for the army, about 500,- 
000 have been rejected. Each man 
will be called and, if not working 
in essential employment he will be 
transferred. “We will see that each 
man is doing work in the national 
interest,” Dr. Arthur MacNainara, 
director of National Selective Ser- 
vice, told The Bulletin today, 


COVER ALL PLANTS 

The survey of labor in industrial 
plants has been carried out in war 
plants only in the past. Now all 
plants will be covered, with the aim 
of discovering whether manpower 
is being used only in essential work 
and whether more womanpower 
could be employed. 

Extent to which manpower will 
be compulsorily transferred is dif- 
ficult to predict. When 100,000 
cases of single men were reviewed 
up to date, only 20,000 were trans- 
ferred. The rest were either in es- 
sential work or not suitable for 
transfer.

OTTAWA, May 19—(CP)—An- 
nouncement by Finance Minister 
Isley in the Commons yesterday 
that he expected to be able to 
present the budget “not long after 
the end of this month” set off re- 
newed speculation as to what the 
budget would contain. 

Reports that income tax reduc- 
tions could be expected were num- 
erous in unofficial circles. However, 
persons in close touch with Mr. 
Ilsley expressed the view that it 
would not be possible for him to 
make any important reductions in 
income taxes if he hoped to con- 
tinue the present policy of paying 
approximately half the cost of the 
war out of revenues. 


URGED IN COMMONS 

Income tax reductions have been 
urged in the Commons. 

The government has _ received 
many requests to readjust the in- 
come tax rates so people working 
overtime would be able to retain a 
greater amount of their overtime 
pay. There have been many com- 
plaints that overtime pay frequently 
lifts a worker into a higher bracket 
so that most of his overtime pay 
goes into taxes. 

Because of the manpower short- 
age, it has been urged that some- 
thing be done to encourage more 
overtime, and Mr. Iisley might 
take some action on the request. 

Many have speculated that the 
new budget would increase the ré- 
payable portion of the excess 
profits taxes. At present the 100 
per cent excess profits tax is levied 
with the provision that 20 per cent

That such a conference would be 
held has been certain since mone- 
tary experts of 34 United and asso- 
ciated nations agreed April 21 on 
broad outlines of a post-war stabil- 
ization program, including an $8,- 
000,000,000 gold-based stabilization 
fund. 


BASIS FOR TALKS ) 

The agreement approved in 
principle by the monetary experts 
of 34-nations apparently will be the 
starting basis for conférence dis- 
cussions. It calls for the United 
States to contribute about $2,500,- 
000,000 to the international stabiliz- 
ation fund. Britain would put in 
about $1,250,000,000 and Russia 
about $1,000,000,000.

Canadian infantry, whose pre- 
sence in the Liri battlefront was 
disclosed yesterday, gained more 
ground in the drive along the 
southern half of the 8th Army’s 
front. French-speaking Canadians 
south of Aquino airfield ran into 
stubborn resistance late yesterday 
while the Germans contested the 
advance of Ontario infantry on 

Pontecorvo with heavy shell and 
mortar fire. 

Aquino is three miles northeast 
of Pontocorvo, between Pontecervo 
and Piedimonte. 


MISSED OPENING PHASE 

The Canadians missed the open- 
ing phase of the assault on the 
Gustav line which began May 12, 
but came into the fight in time to 
smash enemy reserves and chase 
them over several miles of rolling 
countryside, 

The fight in which they now 
are engaged is in direct contrast 
to the static warfare of the winter 
months and considerably more to 
the liking of the Canadians. They 
were training hard secretly nearly 
a month ago in preparation for 
the new attack—the first major 
battle for Canadian formations 
since the capture of Ortona on 
the Adriatic last December, 

The results of the spell of hard 
training were evident as soon as the 
Canadians got into action again, for 
during the first full day in the line

CASUALTIES MODERATE 
Ontario battalions were the first

last Monday. The Germans were 
still fighting hard then and the 
Canadians had to battle their way

Announcement that Canadian 
tanks of an independent formation 
fought in the opening stages of the 
campaign alongside Indian 8th 
Army troops was made officially 
Thursday, 

French-speaking battalions 
came in a day later than the On- 
tario battalions and immediately 
were engaged in stiff fighting. 
One company of French-speaking 
Canadians accounted for 25 Ger- 
mans killed and 45 prisoners and 
were credited by their colonel 
with breaking the crust of the 
Gustav reserves. 

From then until yesterday there 
have been only minor skirmishes 
and some companies have not yet 
fired a shot in action. 

Canadian artillery is giving the 
infantry close support and Dom- 
inion guns, brought into position 
under cover of darkness, and 
hidden in the daytime by some of 
the finest camouflage devised by 
the 8th Army, took part in the 
great barrage which preceded the 
offensive on the night of May 11. 


ARMOR GIVES SUPPORT 

Canadian armor has been 6up- 
porting Indian and British troops 

and as an example of the close co- 
operation existing throughout the 
8th Army, British armor now is 
going forward with the Canadians, 
As in the case of the Canadian- 
Indian tank-infantry co-operation, 
Canadian infantry and _ British 
tanks trained together before the 
attack began.

Awards of pensions in the pres- 
ent war numbered 12,563, involving 
a liability of more than $6,000,000. 

A shortage of manpower, includ- 
ing doctors, made decentralization 
of veterans’ hospitals difficult. In 
the larger centres, civilian special- 
ists were available, 

Men in the forces were denied 
pensions because of a pre-enlist- 
ment condition of health only 
when the evidence of the pre- 
enlistment ailment was _ con- 
clusive, 

In April 7,382 hospital beds for 
veterans were available. By 1945, 

9,750 beds would be in operation 
and 14,600 by 1946. In addition, 
there were 15,000 army and tem- 
porary beds which would be avail- 
able in an emergency. 

When the Commons opened, Jus- 
tice Minister St. Laurent said the 
Canadian government has joined

Six Edmonton and Northern Alberta district 
sailors were aboard H.M.C.S. Valleyfield when it 
was sunk by enemy action, according to a casualty 
list released Monday.

Sixth Victory Loan sales in Edmonton amount- 
ed to $5,881,250 for 115.3 per cent. of the minimum 
quota of $5,100,000, and to beat the total of sales in 
the Fifth Victory Loan, the previous record sale in 
any loan, it was announced on Monday by offi- 
cials at loan headquarters. The sales in the last 
loan amounted to $5,856,000, 

Local cricketers handed the No. 2 Air Observer 
School team, composed of Australians, another de- 
feat in a game played at the golf links, when they 
outscored the Aussies 137-53. R. Jones was the star 
batsman for the locals, scoring 66 runs before be- 
ing bowled by Shott. Walk-Rites defeated Army 
and Navy Pats 6-4 in the City Girls’ Fastball League 
curtain raiser Saturday night. The U.S.A.A.F. Of- 
ficers downed Central-Aeroliners 7-1, and Moose 
whipped the U.S.A.A.F, enlisted men by the same 
score in the Men's loop openers on Sunday after- 
noon at Kingsway Park.

These active and cap- 
able youngsters will again undertake suit- 
able activities and contribute once more to 
the war stamp sales. 

The young people demonstrated such 
talent for organization in last year’s opera- 
tions that The Bulletin, at that time, ex- 
pressed a hope that they would carry on 
each holiday season, even when the war 
was over. 

Tt is still, one supposes, a sound sug- 

estion. This sort of thing gives young 
olk self-reliance, self-discipline and fine 
administrative and executive experience. 
It is good for them and good for the com- 
munity. Some such movement should cer- 
tainly be made a permanent summer en- 
terprise. v. 


No Time to Joy-Ride 


The fact that the financial restrictions 
on travel to the United States have been 
somewhat eased for Canadians docs not 
mean that the time has come when pleas- 
ure trips are to be encouraged. 

These amendments to the regulations 
are timely and necessary so far as business 
travel is concerned, They will be of ad- 
vantage to elderly people and people in ill- 
health who require to cross the border, par- 
ticularly to those who go south next 
winter. 

But the railways—on both sides of the 
line—are still congested with freight and 
military movements, Transportation facil- 
ities are taxed to the limit. Anyone there- 
fore who plans a pleasure trip across the 
line is hardly in the spirit of the easement. 
And travelling in Canada for pleasure only 
should be restricted as much as possible. 

We have not yet reached the time 
when any person may consider it strictly 
his or her own business to stay at home 
or undertake a journey. Without some 
really justifying cause, the already con- 
gested transportation facilities should not 
be further ee ts 


Up to Berlin 


Under international law it is allowable 
for an officer to shoot a prisoner of war 
who is escaping if it appears to be im- 
possible to otherwise prevent his getting 
away. Prisoners who try to escape but 
surrender when summoned to do so may 
not be subjected to any more severe pun- 
ishment than imprisonment. 

It is possible that the 47 Allied airmen 
reported shot in Germany were all outside 
the protection of the international conven- 
tion, because they resisted rearrest or were 
beyond recapture. That does not seem 
probable unless there was a mass break 
for liberty from the camp. And suspicion 
naturally arises because the German 
authorities did not report the shootings 
for nearly a month after these occurred. 

The officials only gave the information 
to the Swiss representative when he visited 
the camp in the course of his regular 
rounds, And apparently they then gave 
only the fact, omitting details as to the 
circumstances under which the shootings 
took place. These particulars the Swiss 
Government has been asked to obtain, and 
nothing is to be gained by drawing the 
worst conclusions in the meantime. 

A full and complete account is due to 
the protecting power of the circumstances 
in each of the 47 cases; or of the situation 
if the shootings resulted from a mass 
flight. Nothing less than convincing de- 
tails will be satisfactory, because of the 
Nazi reputation for brutality and disregard 
of international law. 

If these men were killed within the law 
ft is difficult to see why the facts were not 
reported promptly and voluntarily to the 
protecting power. That is something Ber- 
lin will have to explain if this affair is not 
to go down on its black record as another 
instance of wholesale murder, 


Self-Help Deserves Help 


With returns still incomplete, the men 
and women in our armed forces had rolled 
4 a total of $45,000,000 to the Sixth 

ictory Loan at the week-end. That was 
162 per cent of the combined quotas of 
the three branches. The showing is par- 
ticularly fine when it is remembered that 
the average pay in the services is not high; 
and that a fighting man might reasonably 
say he was doing his full part in uniform 
and that it was the business of civilians 
to put up the money required. Evidently 
that attitude is practically absent from 
the men in all the forces. Both in personal 
service and in filling up the war chest 
they are setting an example for the rest 
of us. 

Something else is also indicated, and 
it has great significance for the future. 
Our soldiers and’ sailors and airmen will 
not come back empty-handed when the 
fighting is over, and have to depend 
entirely on the provision that is being 
made by parliament to help get them re- 
placed in normal life. They are doing 
something on their own behalf in that 
matter, laying away a part of their present 
earnings and their savings to finance a 
atart in whatever civilian occupations they 
severally have in mind, They have been 
doing this consistently from the beginning, 
and very many thousands of them must 
now have considerable sums of stored up 
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buying power with which to carry out 
their post-war aims or meet emergencies. 

There is no reason, and no excuse, in 
this for neglecting to work out the best 
national re-establishment plans possible, 
nor for skimping on the spending of public 
money to that vital end. But it is a highly 
encouraging demonstration of the fore- 
sight and independent spirit of our fight- 
ing men; and is equally encouraging as to 
the success that we can make of the re- 
establishment job. 

The men who are thus Aepine them- 
selves beforehand deserve help on that 
account, aside from the unpayable debt 
the country owes them for what they are 
doing and risking. With equal willingness 
and foresight on the part of the civilian 
population there is no need to worry about 
the problem of restoring these men—and 
the service women —in the scheme of

Even should thousands 
of these scatter when peace returns, the 
growth of population over a decade will 
no doubt be found to have been greater 
than in any of the other large cities of the 
Dominion.

Longevity in World Affairs 


From the Chicago Dally News 

The average length of life for 
Americans rose to its highest fig- 
ure in 1942, when it reached 64.82 
years, a gain of 15% years since 
1900. The 1942 mark will probably 
remain the high one for a while, 
because battle casualties and in- 
fluenza combined caused a rise of 
eight per cent in the death rate 
among industrial policyholders of 
the Metropolitan Life Insurance 
Co. in the first three months of 
1944, that concern roports. 

Life-expectancy figures have ac- 
quired new social and political 
significance with the advent of old- 
age pensions and other forms of 
social security. More than two- 
thirds of the persons now between 
ages 25-35 will reach the retirement 
age of 65, unless battle casualties 
among soldiers and sailors over 25 
years old should be very high. 

* * * 


The majority of pension and 
security beneficiaries will be fe- 
males, anyhow. The average age 
at death of white girl babies who 
survive the first year of infancy 
will be 71. For white males the 
average age at death will be great- 
er than 70 only for the group that 
survives to age 40. These figures 
perhaps should call for the amend- 
ment of two old maxims to read: 
“It's a Woman's World” and “The 
First 40 Years Are the Hardest.” 

Longevity will not only be a fac- 
tor of increasing weight in national 
policies and politics. In inter- 
national politics after the war it 
will have to be considered on ac- 
count of the great differences in 
population turnover and life ex- 
pectancies of the various nations 
which so many post-war planners 
hope to make more uniform. High 
as American life expectancy is, it is 
only the fourth highest to be found 
in pre-war statistics of longevity 
for 30 nations just released by the 
League of Nations. People live 
longer in Sweden, Holland, New 
Zealand and Australia than here, 

There is a remarkable, if not ex- 
act, correlation between average 
national life expectancies and aver- 
age wealth, and the reason is plain. 
The distribution of wealth in any 
nation is dependent on accumula- 
tion and inheritance, and it requires 
reasonably long lives for much ac-

Editor, Bulletin: I hesitated some 
time before writing this article for 
fear that if it came to the fighting 
forces it might have some effect 
on their enthusiasm to win the war 
at all costs, but during that time I 
have learnt my fears were ground- 
less. Nothing will stop these boys 
from fighting till victory is won, 
and more than that, great numbers 
of them are alive to the situation 
at home and are prepared to con- 
tinue the fight for economic. democ- 
racy after the defeat of the Nazis. 

Neither is that all, because they 
will have the support at home of 
both old and young who recognize 
the betrayal of our saviors from 
Naziism, 

For. a few brief moments Jet us 
study the situation as it is and as 
it might be. First let us sontem- 
plate that in the last seventy-five 
years our total debt has increased 
nearly eleven billion dollars, and 
this indebtedness was not brought 
about because we were unable to 
produce the value of that much pro- 
duction; we were able to produce 
it, but the bank-controlled govern-

The pres® 
gallery in Ottawa was informed 
about the move on Aug. 14, 1940, 
when the blitz was still at its 
height. The press was asked to 
keep it secret, and the reasons 
were obvious. German U-boats 
were prowling the North Atlantic 
where ships carrying British air 
schools and pupils would have been 
held as great prizes for them, and 
details of the scope of air training 
were clearly items of valuable 
military information, 

Mr. Hanson knew the informa- 
tion he disclosed was secret. He 
had said: “I may be interned for 
stating it, but I know it is true.” 
His remarks caused a furore. Air 
Minister C. G. Power remarked 
bitterly that Mr. Hanson, in “his 
great work of recruiting for the 
Tory party,” would likely find one 
recruit by the name of Hitler, 
Prime Minister King, noting the 
people of Canada and Britain 
would “condemn without reserva- 
tion a reckless readiness to give 
information to the nation’s ene- 
mies where the end sought to be 
served is solely that of political 
attack.” Mr, Hanson was in very 
hot water with newspapers in all 
parts of the country.

That experience has rankled with 
him. It is the basis of his claim 
he has suffered from censorship, 
and of his attack on Wilfrid Eggle- 
ston, chief English-language press 
censor, and now director of censor- 
ship. Mr. Eggleston, a former par- 
liamentary correspondent and once 
secretary of the Sirois commission, 
gave up an established practice in 
Ottawa in free lance journalism to 
serve in censorship. His reason and 
judgment have been largely re- 
sponsible for the smooth and satise 
factory working of censorship. 

Mr. Hanson made the claim, on 
May 12, that publication of his 
Charlottetown speech was passed 
by the censors “in order to give 
the prime minister and the minis- 
ter of national defence for air, 
opportunity for a tongue lashing 
against me personally.” He argued, 
therefore, that his speech should 
have been censored! Yet he went 
on to say he carried around in 
his brief case “a complete answer,” 
but Mr. King and Mr. Power did 
not renew the attack on himself. 

This is the case on which Mr, 
Hanson rested his claim that there 
is “partisan control” of censorship, 
and based his attack on Mr. Eggles- 
ton, The record of 1940 shows that 
Mr. Hanson, as leader of the oppo- 
sition, had been entrusted with 
information about the transfer of 
British air training schools.

Future Status of Peoples 


Of Eastern Europe States 
Still Tragically Confused

Out of the fog of uncertainty which has blanketed the 


future status of the nations 


of Eastern Europe after the 


Axis armies have been driven out there has emerged one 
exceedingly encouraging development. On May 8 the govern- 
ments of the Soviet Union and of Czechoslovakia signed an 
agreement providing for the administration of the territory 
of the republic as soon as it is liberated by the Soviet divisions 
now approaching the Czechoslovak frontiers. 


while the commander-in-chief of 
the Soviet armies will possess 
supreme authority in all areas so 

long as these remain “operation- 
al,” as soon as that stage is past 

in any area, full jurisdiction will 
be immediately exercised by the 

Czechoslovak government over 
all Czechoslovak military forces 
as well, 

The terms of the agreement jus- 
tify the statement made by the 
Czechoslovak Acting Minister of 
Foreign Affairs 
when the _ text 
was made public: 
“It. is pervaded 
with a spirit of 
friendship, mutu- 
al faith and allied 
collaboration.” 
They offer proof, 
moreover, of the 
wisdom demon- 
strated by Dr. 
Benes when he 
concluded the 
mutual-aid treaty Sumner Welles 
with the Soviet Union at Moscow 
last December. There were at that 
time rumblings of discontent both 
in Washington and in London be- 
cause such a treaty was signed. It 
is only fair to say, however, that 
had President Benes refrained 
from carrying out his policy—one 
upon which he had determined 
long before—the agreement of May 
8, which will be welcomed by all 
of the peoples of the United Na- 
tions, might not have been so 
promptly reached. The agreement 
provides another example of the 
constractive policy which has so far 
been pursued by Moscow. It con- 
stitutes an additional indication of 
the courageous statesmanship 
which Dr. Benes has displayed. 
CONTAINED PLEDGE 

The mutual-aid treaty contained 
the pledge on the part of each 
government of “non-interference in 
the internal affairs of the other

state.” The Soviet Union had al- 
}ready committed itself to the res- 
ltoration of the boundaries of Cze- 
choslovakia as they were before 
Munich, This latest agreement 
should finally dispel the doubts 
raised by those who have been per- 
sistently alleging that Russia was 
determined to exert hegemony over 
Czechoslovakia or to dispoil her of 
some part of her territory. 

The prospects for similar expe- 
ditions and fair adjustments in 
other parts of eastern Europe re- 
main very dark indeed. i 

It is unavoidable that the poli- 
tical future of the three Axis sat- 
elites — Hungary, Romania and 
Bulgaria—should remain obscure. 
Military developments will have 
to be awaited before any more 
definite signs will be forthcoming 
of the willingness—or ability—-of 
the peoples in these countries to 
try to free themselves from the 
Axis yoke. 

But the question of the future 
status of those valiant members of 
the United Nations—the peoples of 
Poland, Yugoslavia and Greece—is 
tragically confused. 

The outlook for an equitable so- 
lution of the basic Polish problems 
has become increasingly unpromis- 
ing as the bitterness between the 
contending interests involved has 
mounted. We may hope at least 
that the conversations now in pro- 
gress in London will bring some 
more satisfactory result. 


CHAOTIC SITUATION 

All present indications. point to 
the immediate accenuation of an 
already chaotic situation in Yugo- 
slavia; Marshal Tito and the Par- 
tisans continue to make headway, 
political as well as military. The 
recent hurried trip of the Ban of 
Croatia to London is the result of a 
further effort on the part of the 
monarchy to form a regime repre- 
sentative of all resistance elements. 
The refusal of the Partisans to 
have any dealings with the mon- 
archist government seems, how- 
ever, to be final. It is questionable 
whether the recent direct interven- 
tion of Mr. Churchill in these dom- 
estic political disputes of the Yugo- 
slaves, and the pressure which he 
personally has brought to bear 
upon the King will do more than 
cause the great majority of the 
Serbs to rally even more staunchly 
around the monarchy. In view of 
the intense hostilities and rivalries 
which have been engendered, it 


secins unfortunately likely that 
when these gallant peoples are 
liberated from the invader they 
will confront a long period of in- 
ternal conflict. 

With respect to Greece, the state 
of affairs is one of confusion worse 
confounded. Within the last three 
weeks there have been three Prime 
Ministers. The government of Em- 
manuel Tsouderos resigned: as a 
result of the vehement opposition 
of the representatives of the under- 
ground within Greece. Tsouderos 
was replaced by Sophocles Veniz- 
elos, the son of the great Premier 
of the first world war. Venizelos, 
in turn, resigned as Prime Minister 
partly because of the refusal of 
the British authorities to agree that 
an amnesty be granted members of 
the Greek armed forces in Egypt 
who had taken part in the recent 
mutiny. 

REMOTE POSSIBILITY 

He was succeeded by an under- 
ground leader, George Papandreou, 
who had escaped from Greece to 
Cairo, The situation of the new 
government, supported apparently 
by a majority of the resistance 
groups, is complicated by the op- 
position of the E. A. M. (National 
Liberation Front). The possibility 
that all of the democratic forces 
within Greece will pull together 
when the hour of freedom strikes 
seems as remote as in Yugoslavia.

trends among the peoples of the 
United Nations in eastern Europe 
inevitably means protracted in- 
Stability in the post-war years. It 
will make wholly impossible any 
such rapid and desirable transfer 
of jurisdiction from the military 
forces of the United Nations to 
the national civil authorities in 
these regions as that provided for 
in the agreement between the 
Soviet Union and Czechosovakia, 


One of the chief causes for the 
present dilemma lies in the fact 
that the United Nations have made 
no concerted effort to help in soly- 
ing these political issues before the 
resultant controversies assumed 
proportions which make any equit- 
able settlement far more difficult. 
They have undertaken no com- 
bined preventive policy. 


GOES IT ALONE 

At times Mr, Churchill, as in the 
cases of Yugoslavia and Greece, 
goes it alone. Occasionally the 
President is called upon urgently 


to administer an- admonition, as he 
did recently to the Greek factions. 
But there is no organism which 
can speak in the name of all of 
the United Nations, and thus be 
able far more readily to check the 
growth of dangers which will 
gravely imperil post-war stability 
in Europe. e¢ 

Whether we wish it or not, this 
government will be compelled, in 
its own interest, upon the surrender 
of Germany, to join with the other 
major powers in checking contro- 
versies which threaten the peace 
of Europe. We have been watching 
the growth of these disputes over 
a period of many months past, but 
up to now we have made no posi- 
tive contribution toward prevent- 
ing their development.

Eggs are undoubtedly one of the 
most valuable forms of food from 
which protein or muscle-building 
material can be obtained, and they 
may be used in such a variety of 
ways by different methods of cook- 
ing that one does not tire of the 
flavor. Even those who are trying 
to remain on a vegetarian diet us- 
ually add eggs to their menus and 
thus secure sufficient protein to re- 
main well. 

The egg is protected by a pack- 
age of Nature's invention, the shell, 
which is discarded, leaving an ed- 
ible portion, which consists of 
about 73 per cent of water, about 
13 per cent of protein, about 10 per 
cent of fat, and 1 per cent of ash, 
In considering the composition of 
the egg, the casiest method is to 
consider the white and yolk separ- 
ately, The yolk of the egg is 50 per 
cent wat.: and 33 per cent fat and 
16 per cent protein, The yolk is of 
particular value on account of the 
mineral salts it contains such as 
iron, calcium and phosphorous, The 
yolk also contains lecithin which is 
beneficial in promoting a strong 
nervous system. A few people find 
that the yolk of the egg contains 
enough sulphur to cause digestive 
distress if too many eggs are used; 
however, one or two eggs daily 
should not inconvenience any one 
in good health. 

The white of the egg is composed 
of about 85 per cent water in which 
proteins are dissolved. A very large 
amount of the white of the egg may 
be used by anyone. The egg white 
possesses the property of taking up 
air upon being beaten and it is this 
property which makes the white of 
the egg of value in preparing an 
egg dish in which lightness is desir- 
able, as for example, in preparing 
an omelet, Eggs are also used in 
baking for this reason, as the addi- 
tion of the egg white will make the 
baked product lighter. Cooks rec- 
ognize this property and many reci- 
pes call for separation of the egg 
white from the yolk, the white be- 


ing beaten until it is frothy or 
stands in a peak 

Eggs contain vitamins A, B and 
D and therefore one who eats eggs 
regularly will be provided with 
these vitamins. Due to the sulphur 
contained in them, eggs are classed 
as acid-forming and must be bal- 
anced with a sufficient quantity of 
the alkaline forming foods such as 
vegetables and fruits; however, 
these alkaline forming foods do not 
need to be taken at the same meal, 
as long as they are used sometime 
during the day. Custom decrees 
that eggs be used principally at the 
breakfast meal but eggs may also 
be taken for luncheon. or used at 
dinner as a substitute for meat. 

The protein contained in eggs 
occurs in a particularly good form 
and the protein found in eggs is as 
digestible as the protein found in 
milk, or meat. Eggs are more easily 
digested when properly prepared 
by coddling, poaching, or being 
made into an omelet, and are diffi- 
cult to digest when fried or when 
hard boiled. When cooking eggs, 
plan to cook them under a low heat 
as they are more easily digested 
when partially cooked. When fried 
over a hot fire in grease they be- 
come harder to digest, partly be- 
cause the grease leaves a coating 
of fat over the egg and partly be- 
cause the hot fire toughens the 
white and makes it leathery. 

In buying eggs, secure those that 
are fresh as the fresher the egg, the 
better the flavor. While the egg of 
smaller size in generally cheaper 
than that of the large size, you will 
find that it may pay you to buy the 
large eggs as 2 large eggs may 
weigh more than 3 small eggs.

Air Power 


Aerial Offensive Against Europe 
By Maj. A. P. de Seversky 


The great aerial offensive 
under way means different

The airplane happens to be ex- 
ceedingly versatile. It can even 
play the role of a tank, when it 
skims the surface. In enforcing a 
blockade it acts like a warship. It 


is frequently a troop carrier. What 
happens, therefore, is that every 
military observer tends to focus at- 
tention on the 
7 particular aspect 
4 of aviation that 
seems to him 
most important; 
mainly it is the 
only aspect he 
understands, He 
proceeds to make 
deductions in line 
with his particu- 
"i lar military know- 
3 ledge and views. 
de Seversky = Thus a military 
writer with purely infantry back- 
ground, to whom actual occupation 
of enemy soil seems the supreme 
purpose of all war-making, is likely 
to regard the present aerial offen- 
sive as merely a “preliminary” ac- 
tion to invasion. He treats it as 
tactical preparation for “the real 
show.” 


FIRST VITAL STEP 

From the air power standpoint 
such an interpretation is nonsense. 
The air action now under way, aim- 
ing in the first place to destroy Hit- 
ler’s fighter command, is a first 
vital step in disarming the enemy. 
If successful it will disarm him so 
far as resistance in the sky is con- 
cerned. The next step—to com- 
plete the disarmament—is a matter 
of choice, 

To the airman the logical proced- 
ure would be to continue the job of 
demolition of the war machine 
from overhead, until the enemy 
country’s will to resist collapse in 
chaos. But the official plan now 
seems to be to revert to orthodox 
surface action, finishing the dis- 
armament on the surface by defeat- 
ing the land armies in the field. 

As | have on various occasions 
stated in these dispatches, air 
power cannot score a decision 
against a nation that is well de- 
fended in the air until! the shield- 
ing air force is destroyed. “Vic- 
tory through air power,” in other 
words, can be achieved only by 
first eliminating the opposing air 
power, just as in the era of sea 
power it was necessary to destroy 
the enemy’s naval forces to ob- 
tain command of the seas. 

Whether the conquest of the 
seas followed up with invasion, or 
utilized to impose a blockade to 
break the enemy’s will and ability 
to resist, then became a matter of 
choice. Should the offensive from 
the air kill off Hitler's defensive 
air power, we should similarly 
have such a choice open to us. 


OFFICIAL ANSWER 

While observers and writers who 
think exclusively in surface terms 
talk avout the air battle as a pre- 
liminary to invasion, how do the 
men in charge of the Allied action 
regard it? An official answer is 
available, A joint Anglo-American 
statement issued in London on 
April 23 declared that true purpose 
of the air offensive against Ger- 
many is “the destruction of the 
German air force as a preliminary 
to the destruction of the German 
ability and will to continue armed 
resistance.” 

This amounts to official confirm- 
ation of what I have endeavored to 
explain in these dispatches; name- 
ly, that the elimination of enemy 
air force, thereby winning com- 
mand of the skies, is the first and 
indispensable act of air strategy. 
We can then utilize this command 
of the air to carry air strategy 
through to decision, or we can 
throw away this advantage and go 
back to a surface struggle under 
the skies cleared of enemy aircraft. 


BASIC MISTAKE 

A basic and common mistake is 
the belief that actual occupation of 
enemy soil is the climax of victory. 
This is simply not so, The climax 
of victory is the subjugation of the 
enemy’s will to your own. In more 
primitive times one nation could 
not. make its will effective upon 
another except by quartering its 
armed forces on the loser’s terri- 
tory. In the present air age, how- 
ever, it can be done virtually by 
telephone—by the mere threat of 
total annihilation from the sky. Of 
course: the defeated land may be 
in a state of civil war with no re- 
presentative government, and the 
victors might therefore find it nec- 
essary to establish order by force of 
arms. In that case, occupation would 
be a political rather than a military 
undertaking. 

In the pre-aviation period, sub- 
jugation of: an enemy country 
without actual occupation could 
be accomplished by siege or 
blockade. Siege, of source, could 
only be effective against isolated 
fortresses; besieging an entire- 
nation wes physically impossible. 
* But insuler nations dependent on 
outside sources for sustenance 
could be brought to their knees 
by blockade, witheut the neces- 
sity for actual invasion and occu- 
pation. At the cracking point, the 
blockaded area had to submit or 
perish. 

Air power can besiege an en- 
tire country as if it were a single 
fortress. It can do the following: 

1, Bombard the “fortress” until 
its guns (in this case its air power) 
are silenced, as artillery used to do; 

2. Isolate the nation from the 
rest of the world by cutting all ex- 
terior lines of supply, as infantry 
on land and navies at sea used to |

Gladiolus culture is not difficult, 
Plant healthy gladiolus bulbs of 
standard varieties. Medium) bulbs 
of most varieties will produce good 
blooms, as will many small bulbs; 
these will produce good, large 
bulbs for next season. If the bulbs 
appear diseased, or if thrips are 
present on them, they should be 
husked and treated with Semesan 
dust or soaked in Lysol (use 0.5 
per cent solution—1%4 tablespoons 
per gallon of water for three hours 
—wash bulbs in two lots clean 
water), Plant while wet, immedi- 
ately after any dip. 

Plant gladicli where they will re- 
ceive sun all day, although shade 
after 4 p.m. will do no harm, Never 
plant bulbs close to a_ building, 
hedge or large tree. Gladioli may 
be grown in any type of garden 
soil, but they prefer a slightly acid, 
Sandy loam at least 8 inches deep 
and entirely free of clods. 

Planting may be started as early 
in the spring as soil is dry and 
friable; early planted bulbs usually 
produced the best blooms. The 
depth to plant varies, large bulbs 
from 4 to 6 inches deep (shallow 
in heavy soils and deeper in light 
soils) 6 to 8 inches apart. Plant 
small bulbs from 2 to 3 inches deep, 
2 to 3 inches apart, with rows 18 to 
30 inches apart. Never plant gladi- 
olus bulbs in contact with manure; 
use a mixed fertilizer, 2 to 4 pounds 
per 100 feet of row. Apply half the 
fertilizer at planting time and the

To Be Held 


At Beginning 
Of August 


IRECTORS of the Edmon- 
ton Exhibition Associa- 
tion, at a meeting held Friday 
night, unanimously decided to 
request city council’s sanction 
to hold a 10-day race meeting 
at the exhibition grounds com- 
mencing August 1. It is ex- 
pected that this matter wil 
be discussed at the next mect- 
ing of the city council. 

Motion passed by the directors 
came as a recommendation from 
the association’s executive com- 
mittee which reads: “Your execu- 
tive recommends that, subject to 
the sanction of the city council, 
a ten days race meeting be held 
during the first 10 days of August, 
and that all profits be used for 
the benefit of the livestock in- 
dustry.” 

The executive in conjunction with 
the racing committee was _ in- 
structed, subject to permission 
from city council, to proceed with 
the arrangements for the meeting. 


R.C.A.F. AGREEABLE 


C. E. Wilson, manager of the as- 
sociation, told the meeting that 
use of the exhibition grounds 
would be permitted by the R.C.A.F, 
if sanction to hold the meeting was 
forthcoming from city council. He 
said also that no buildings pre- 
sently occupied by. R.C.A.F. could 
be used for the meeting’s purpose, 
and also that the general public 
would not have access to the exhi- 
bition grounds proper at anytime 
during the meeting. The usual 
bullpen used in other meetings 
would be available for the passage 
of patrons to the race track. 

The association would be asked 
to assume additional insurance cov: 
erage necessary, and also would 


have to give assurance for the safe- 
guarding of R.C.A.F. property. 
Mr. Wilson also reported that 
there would be ample stabling ac- 
commodation for the 280 race- 
horses expected for the meeting. 


OKAY LIGHT HORSE SHOW 


Approval of the holding of a light 
horse show at the exhibition 
grounds on July 21 and 22 was 
given. The prize list for this event 
will be issued shortly.

Appreciation of

It was 
pointed out that the entries in the 
fat stock show had increased from 
289 in 1942 to 889 in the fat stock 
show this year, and that the keen- 
est interest prevailed throughout 
Northern Alberta in the different 
show events sponsored by the as- 
sociation. 

Thanking the directors for their 
vote of appreciation Mr. Wilson 
said that a prominent Dominion 
livestock man had stated that “the 
fat stock show here this spring was 
the finest in the Dominion.” 

It was reported that a loss of 
$1,064 was incurred on the poultry 
show, and a deficit of approxi- 

mately $2,500 on the spring show. A 
small profit was made on the horse 
and bull sales. 

The directors instructed that the 
usual grant of $100 be made to the 
Class “A” fairs circuit.

And Mine

It isn’t usual for this column to 
receive letters from fathers. But 
a grandfather! That is a rarity. 
This letter has lots of good sense 
so I'll let Grandfather-of-four 
speak for himself. 

“We enjoy reading your depart- 
ment,” he writes, “and I wish you 
would write an article to young 
mothers about not exercising their 
hg before putting them to 
ry ; 


“This week my daughter put her 
7-month-old baby in a jumper after 
her nap and meal at 6 p.m. I told 
her I thought this would make the 
baby excited and restless. My dau- 
ghter said the baby needed the 
exercise. 

“My wife and I went out and 
when we came home very late my 
daughter was at her wits end be- 
cause the baby wouldn't ge to sleep. 
The next night she Ieft me with the 
baby. She put her in her crib at 
6 p.m. and she never woke up until 
6 am. My daughter admits I won 
my point. 

“Another thing, she tries to put 
the baby to sleep before it is fed. 
I argue the baby should be fed 
first. She seems delighted when 
she can say the baby slept all night. 


Thanks for your fine help and 
articles.” 
Thank you, | agree that any 


healthy baby given plenty of 
freedom in crib or on floor or in 
playpen, gets all the exercise it 
needs without any artificial ap- 
paratus to inspire it, Just as 
grownups get too tired and ex- 
hilarated to sleep, so babies need 
quiet and relaxation at bedtime 
in order to put them in the mood 
to “let down” and submit to sleep. 

T am not quite clear about the 
feeding problem. Why should 
daughter be trying to put the baby 
to bed without a feeding? Or, do 
you mean this happens in the mid- 
dle of the night? 

In the main, a child of this age 
whose daytime diet is all that it 
should be will be sleeping all night, 
just as you said. If there is con- 
stant wakefulness then the daytime 
dict isn't adequate. 

If you mean that daughter tries 
for a nap before mealtime, this is 
foolish. Sleep more naturally fol- 
lows food and so naps and bedtime 
come right after meals from in- 
fancy on.

Hospitals Face 
Over-Crowding, 
Nurse Shortage 


Over-crowding and shortage of 
trained nurses is growing’ more 
acute in Edmonton hospitals, Or. 
A. F. Anderson, superintendent 
of the Royal Alexandra hospital, 
reported at a meeting of the 
board Friday night. The hospital, 
at present, he said is operating at 
90 per cent of capacity, while the 
accepted percentage generally is 
regarded as 75 per cent of capa- 
city. 

There does not seem to be enough 
available graduates to replace those 
who are leaving ,and to supply va- 
cation relief. Almost every depart- 
ment of the hospital is heavily 
taxed. The isolation hospital, which 
is usually slack, at this time of 
year, continues to be filled to capa- 
city, it was stated in the report 
given by Margaret S. Fraser, super- 
intendent of nurses. 


HOSPITAL CROWDED 

The actual patient capacity of 
the hospital ‘including the isolation 
hospital is about 500 persons. There 
are 519 patients being treated at 
present. 

There were 149 babies born dur- 
ing the past month. Eighty-four 
of these were male and 65 were 
female. 

There were’ 569 operations per- 
formed, 96 being major and 273 
minor. 

The lowest death rate on record 
was noted here in the past month, 
with only 15 deaths. These fig- 
ures were given in Dr, Ander- 
son's report to the board. 

All costs are more than ten per 
cent higher than they were a year 
ago, stated Murray Ross, secretary- 
treasurer. The general rate per 
person per day at the present time 
is $4.02. In September, 1943, the 
rate was $3.77. 

On a motion by Alderman F. J 
Mitchell, it was recommended to 
the board that the matter of stead- 
ily increasing hospital costs be 
noted and that the superintendent 
be requested to draw it to the 
attention of the Edmonton Advisory 
Council for consideration, in rela- 
tionship to the rates being charged 
in Edmonton for hospital service, 
FINANCIAL REPORT 

According to the financial state- 
ment, a total deficit of $46,728 as at 
May 1 is shown. Collections were 
well maintained during the past 
month, amounting to $50,738 or to 
$56,438 inclusive of the government 
grant and sundry earnings, This is 
lower than March,

“Eskimo” and “Beaver” Make Epic Voyage to Supply Squadron 


Seagoing airmen of the Royal Canadian Air Force recently 
completed one of the most hazardous feats of the war when 
two battered wooden vessels of the R.C.A.F. marine section 
—hardly larger than harbor tugs—limped slowly into port 
and tied up at a wharf in Dartmouth, N.S. Shown side- 
by-side in the picture at upper right, they had just delivered 
the full equipment of an R.C.A.F. anti-submarine squadron 
which moved intact from the east coast to a base in Iceland. 
The little supply boats, built for coastwise service and never 
intended to meet the rigors and dangers of the wartime 
North Atlantic, had battled their way through the worst 
winter gales of the past five years. They were assigned to 
the job to meet an emergency when normal shipping was 
unavailable to deliver the squadron’s supplies. The Eskimo 
fought fire at sea, missed a floating mine by a scant 10 
feet, and travelled through waters infested by submarines. 
The Beaver, caught in an ice-field, narrowly missed being 
crushed against a 300-foot cliff on the coast of Newfound- 
land. LAC. Romeo Goderre of Aylmer East, Que., shown in 
the Eskimo’s crow’s nest in the picture at upper left, was a 
central figure in his ship’s adventurous voyage. When

fire broke out in the galley within a few feet of a large gaso- 
line tank, tin sheeting on a partition hampered the work of 
fire-fighters. Grasping the tin in his bare hands, Goderre 
ripped it loose with a mighty tug and the blaze was put out. 
Formerly a lumber-jack and farmer, he joined the Marine 
Section to learn about the sea, ‘I haven’t had enough of it 
yet,” he says, 

The two centre pictures show how ice lent grace and beauty 
to the ships, but added to the dangers of the crossing. 
Bridge, forward hatch, winches and life preservers are 
sheathed in iceiin the photo at left. At right, crew members 
clear the Beaver’s deck. The sail in the right of the picture 
was used to aid the ship's Diesel engine. The two lower 
photos show the skippers; at left, Flight Lieut. John Howell 
of Meteghan, N.S., who left his post as commanding officer 
of the Marine Section at Dartmouth to make the voyage. 
At right is Flying Officer A. K. Sonnichsen of Lunenberg, 
a native of Denmark and a life-long seaman who says this 
was his toughest voyage. Both officers were mentioned 
in the last New Year's honors list for their work with the 
Marine Section.

ANKARA, May 20—(AP)—Presi- 
dent Ismet Inonu, addressing a 
throng of 50,000 at a national 
youth day celebration, declared 
yesterday a plot had been uncov- 
ered against the Turkish republic 
and voiced the suspicion that it 
had been engineered by “foreign- 
ers.” 

In his speech, broadcast through- 
out Turkey, the president appar- 
ently referred to the “Gray Wolf” 

or “Pan-Turanian” society, many of 
whose members have been arrested 
after an extensive search through- 
out the country. They are expected 
to be court-martialled at Istanbul, 
where a form of military law has 
been in effect since 1940 and where 
more severe penalties can be in- 
voked. 


FINANCED BY NAZIS 

Other Turkish officials have as- 
serted the society was mnanced by 
German funds. 

Throughout his long épvech in the 
Ankara stadium, Inonu mentioned 
only one country by name, assert- 
ing that when Turkey's war for in- 
dependence was over “only the 
Soviets were our friends.” 

Inonu said pan-Turanians who 
advocate consolidation and even 
annexation of outside territories 
inhabited by Turks were respon- 
sible fer some recent disturb- 
ances, 

But he added it was possible that 
“it can never be proved that the 
plotters meant to serve outsiders 
or had any connection with for- 
cigners.”
